Council Will Be Asked to 
Adopt Suggestions, 
Eliminating Fire 
Hazards.

Suggestions for the elimination of 
fire hazards in G ettysburg, which the 
borough council at its meeting to­ 
night will be asked to adopt as ordi­ 
nances, have been brought to the a t­ 
tention of members of the tire com­ 
pany by the Chamber of Commerce as 
well as many individual citizens, ac­ 
cording to .James 
B. 
Aumen, 
fire 
chief, who drafted the suggestions. 
Along with the suggestions of Chief 
Aumen for the 
elimination 
of 
fire 
hazards, council will be asked to pass 
the ordinance in reference to straight 
parking on the 
four 
main 
streets 
radiating from the square, which was 
presented for council’s consideration 
at the December meeting, but on which 
no action was taken. 
Balk Straight Parking 
The Cham ber of Commerce, through 
its secretary, Millard B. Simmons, is 
opposed to a return of straig ht park­ 
ing, but, it is the opinion of the di­ 
rectors of the commerce organiza­ 
tion, according to the secretary, that 
“ a great p< rcentagc* of the danger 
factor in diagonal parking would lie 
eliminated and the driving area in­ 
creased sufficient for two vehicles to 
pass with safety, were the parking 
lines made at less of an angle than 
at present, thereby throw ing the rear 
end 
of parked vehicles nearer the 
curb.” 
Among the other suggestions which 
council will be asked to consider if 
one with reference to the connecting 
of the siren at the engine house with 
the two telephone exchanges here, so 
that upon receipt by th e operator of 
a fire alarm by telephone she could 
turn in the alarm from the switch­ 
board, w ithout calling the fire engine 
house, thereby saving time. 
It was learned from Chief Aumen 
that this contract, authorization for 
which was given by council a year 
ago, is now being drawn up and if 
about ready for the signatures of the 
parties interested. 
, 
In presenting the suggestions for 
the elimination of various fire hazards 
in G ettysburg. Chief Aumen expresses 
the belief that, if enacted into laws. 
they will be beneficial to residents of 
town. 
Tho suggestions which council will 
be called upon to consider at its regu­ 
lar Ja n u a ry meeting at the fire engine 
house tonight follow: 
“That an ordinance lie adopted 
compelling all chimneys 
in 
the 
borough to be cleaned 
at 
least 
once a year, and empowering the 
fire m arshal to make an inspec­ 
tion of all chimneys when neces­ 
sary and providing a fine for any ­ 
one failing to comply with this 
ordinance. 
“That an ordinance be adopted 
compelling builders of 
all 
new 
houses in the borough, when they 
arc two or more stories high, and 
all old houses that are remodeled, 
re-roofed entirely or in part, be* 
provided by the builders of same 
with a tra p -door on the roof w ith­ 
in easy access of the chimney. 
“That an ordinance be passed 
and rigidly enforced/providing a 
heavy 
penalty 
against 
anyone 
storing any combustible* material, 
such as paper, boxes, excelsior, 
rubbish, etc., in any cellar or yard 
of building within the limits of 
the* borough, and compelling its 
removal after due notice by the 
fire marshal. 
“That an ordinance be adopted 
allowing the fire company to re­ 
spond to calls from other chiefs 
without cost in all towns having 
an ordinance similar to this one. 
“T hat the ordinances now in ef­ 
fect in reference to parking in 
front of fire plugs, and thereby in­ 
terfering 
with 
fire 
apparatus 
while going to and returning from 
(ires, and the removal of snow 
from the front of tire 
p l u g s be 
rigidly enforced. 
“That an ordinance be adopted, 
providing definite minimum speci­ 
fications for the construction of 
chimneys, flues and fire places and 
(he lining of same with fire clay 
lining, or sucji other suitable m a­ 
terial as approved by the National 
Board of Fire U nderw riters, in 
newly constructed or 
remodeled 
bouses or buildings or in connec­ 
tion with any repairs to any chim­ 
ney, within the limits of the bor­ 
ough. 
A 
suggested 
ordinance, 
recommended 
by 
the 
National 
Board of Fire U nderwriters, is en­ 
closed for your information and 
convenience. 
“That in ease you see fit to 
adopt these ordinances, th a t su it­ 
able penalties for the violation of 
the sam e be adopted.” 


Two ordinances, designed to correct 
evils in the borough’s present hawk­ 
ing, peddling and transient merchant 
statutes, 
presented 
to the borough 
council a i its .January meeting, are 
expected to be passed at the session j 
tonight. 
The ordinances were drafted 
by the Chamber of Commerce. 
It is urged that farm ers and m er­ 
chants 
in 
G ettysburg 
and 
Adams 
county, who are perm anently estab­ 
lished in business, be present at to ­ 
night’s meeting, so th a t the evils and 
shortcomings 
of 
the 
present ordi­ 
nances may be explained to the coun­ 
cilmen first hand. 
No action was taken on the pro­ 
posal last month, but they were re- i 
ferred to the commivtee on ordinances, i 
which is expected to have them ready * 
for council action this evening.

profit. 
While 
these 
telephone companies do not have to 
pay a tax, because of exemptions and 
lack of profits, yet they will have to 
pay a fine of $10 a year for a number 
of years because they did not file re­ 
turns. 
This ruling comes, despite the 
fact that income tax experts them ­ 
selves, it is reported, did not discover 
until last year that these auctioneers 
and telephone associations 
are 
re ­ 
quired to file income tax schedules, 
whether they had an earned income or 
not. 
Until a few years ago, G ettysburg 
has had its own revenue collector since 
the Civil W ar. 
Recently, however, 
curtailm ent of the services of a depu­ 
ty collector here was begun until this 
year, according to announcement just 
made, and G ettysburg will have only 
four days during the coming month 
when the services of a tax expert will 
be available locally. 
A notice just 
received at the local postoffice reads: 
4 Days Here 
“ For the convenience of those who 
file or may be liable to file income 
tax returns, a deputy collector of in­ 
ternal revenue will be at the internal 
revenue office, postoffice building, G et­ 
tysburg, Pa., on February 9th, 14th. 
18th, and March 14th, to assist in pre­ 
paring returns without cost.” 
It is pointed out th a t the tax laws 
are very complicated, an evidence of 
which is the fact th a t tho tax ex­ 
perts themselves are constantly dis­ 
covering new provisions of the law’s, 
enforcement of which in many cases 
an unjust hardship upon in­ 
dividuals and associations, and that 
there is need here for the full time of 
a collector or deputy collector to as­ 
sist in making out the income tax re­ 
turns. 
“The average individual cannot un­ 
derstand the tax laws,” said an Adams 
county official today. 
“There are new 
rulings constantly, as witness the dis­ 
covery a year ago that rural tele­ 
phone lines and associations of that 


j sort which are not particularly 
or­ 
ganized for profit must file reports. 
It was only natural for these com­ 
panies to assum e that they did not 
! have to file reports since they are 
exempt from tax because most of 
‘hem had no profits. 
They did not 


J break the law, and yet they must pay 
i penalties of as high as $10 a year with 
a high rate of interest in addition 
covering the pt*iod. 
Need Expert Here 
. “It is instances such as these that 
emphasize 
the need more than ever 
of a revenue expert on the job in 
G ettysburg at all times,” this official 
continued. 
Because of the fact that less time 
has, been assigned Deputy 
Collector 
Bowman bv the division chief, G. 
Frank Lindenmuth, of York, it is hn- 
pcnative that taxpayers bt* prompt in 
meeting the deputy collector on the 
days assigned in Gettysburg and the 
other towns in the county, in order 
that returns may be filed before the 
date of expiration ami penalties im 
posed. 
March 15 is the last day for 
filing.

SLASH BONUSES 


Reduction in Bonus on Corporate 
Charters From One-Third 
to Ohe*Tenth Fixed in 
Bill. 


H arrisburg—Reduction in the bonus 
on corporate charters from one-third 
to one-tenth of pne per cent, abolition 
of the four mills tax on loans of coun­ 
ties, 
municipalities, 
townships 
and 
school districts and of the inheritance 
tax on personal property of non-resi­ 
dent decedents are recommended in 
the report of the Pennsylvania Tax 
Commission prepared for submission 
to the legislature. 
, 
Declaring 
the 
commission 
“has 
found a great many inequalities which 
have grown up by reason of the state’s 
system of numerous special taxes each 
aimed at a 
particular business 
or 
group” the report said that, while “it 
has not been possible to come to defi­ 
nite conclusions regarding an adequate 
permanent system of taxation,” it was 
possible “to draft legislation to elimi­ 
nate some of the inequalities th at have 
crept into the present system .” 
In presenting legislation reducing 
the bonus on corporate charters the 
commission 
said 
the 
Pennsylvania 
rate was higher than in neighboring 
states and that it tended to discourage 
corporate business from locating w ith­ 
in the state. The recommendation for 
abolition of the inheritance tax on 
personal property of non-resident de­ 
cedents is part of a general movement 
to abolish this form of tax it said. 
Financial Problems 
Discussion of the state's financial 
problems in the next decade also forms 
part of the report. 
A fter obtaining 
estim ates of the probable needs of tl?i 
three largest departm ents—highways, 
welfare and education—the report said 
the commission had reached the con­ 
clusion th at a total state revenue of 
$180,000,000 will have to be provided 
in the single year of 1935-30. 
The report said there is little doubt 
that the “present system of taxation 
will prove inadequate to meet the 
necessities of the commonwealth” and 
that a system which will produce such 
a revenue “cannot be devised to the 
satisfaction of the public without some 
more inclusive plan of general taxes 
universally applied.”
